(O Cope, belonging to her Majeſty's Firſt Regiment of Foot- Guards, 
ing the Seventeenth inſtant ; it unhappily fell out, that a young Lady of 


a viſit, at which time one Mr. Maugridge, an Officer belonging to the Queen's 
Kettle-Drums ＋1.— in Company, there happen'd ſome high: Words between 
him and the ſaid Captain, relating to the Woman aforeſaid, inſomuch that at 
laſt the matter was ſo extreamly aggravated, that MMaugridge drew his Sword, and 
without conſidering where he was aſſaulted the Captain in his own Guard-Room, 
contrary to the Law of Arms; and continu'd his unruly Paſſion in ſuch a violent 
manner, that he Stabb'd him in ſeveral Places, and at laſt into the Leit Pap which 

rov'd fatal to the Captain, for he fell down dead in the Place, without ſpeak» 
ng a Word, At whici time the young Gentlewoman being affrighted came out 
trembling to the Soldiers, and told thein their Captain was Mortally Wounded, 
who before knew nothing of the Quarrel, for the unlucky beginning, and diſinal 
ending of their Difference, from firſt to laſt, did not exceed above half a quar- 
ter of an Hour, 

The Soldiers no ſooner heard of their Captain's Misfortune, but they ruſh'd 
into the Guard-Room upon the Murtherer, and carried him before the Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, who ordered him to be had before u Juſtice of the Peace, 
and accordingly theycarried him to Juſtice Sit in Goodman's» Fields, where he was 
Examin'd concerning the ſaid Particulars | and not being able to deny the matter of 
Fact, his Worſhip. caus'd him to be ſent to Newgate, about 8 of the Clock, 
at which time he was convey'd thither, there to remain till the next ap- 
p—_ Seſſions, in order to be Try'd, for that Raſh, Violent and Barbarous 
Action,

Tis ſaid Mr. Mangridge receiv'd a Wound in the Left Side of the Head by 
the Deceaſed, before he gave him his fatal Wound; and that there was great Pro- 
vocation given on both ſides, before any Swords were drawn ; but that Captain 
Code was a Gentleman that ſeldom was given to Paſſion, being a Perſon of a ve. 

moderate and peaceable Temper, he had very lately obrain'd his Commiſſion, 


this being the firſt time he mounted the Guard at the Tower,
